Night Student Benefits? 


The night students of this college give ASMPC about $10,000 a year 
for associate student-body cards. The student association pays at most 
$5,500 a year to help provide the Evening Lecture Series, an expense 
that Mr. John Schaub, Evening Division Dean and others have con- 
sidered a partial repayment to the students of the Evening Division for 
their contribution to ASM PC. 

Yet it is questionable whether one can validly consider ASMPC’s 
‘$5,500 budgeted contribution to the series as a repayment to the night 
students. A look at how the Evening Division students got into ASM PC 
shows why this is so. What happened was that the administration and 
the student government got together several years ago and agreed that 
Evening Division students would be sold associate memberships to 
ASMPC and that the student association would earmark $5,500 a year 
from the new source of income to underwrite the Evening Lecture 
Series. 

This agreement was a good deal for the administration and for 
ASMPC. The administration got $5,500 a year to help pay for the 
college’s excellent Community Events Series, and ASMPC got what 
was left over. 

Everyone profiited—everyone except the night students, that is. 
It’s obvious they were brought into ASMPC not out of concern for their 
welfare, but out of concern for the potential income they represented. 

It should be noted that the inclusion of the Evening Division student 
in ASMPC took place before the college board invoked the Civic Center 
Act and started taxing the community specifically to pay for the Com- 
munity Events Series, of which the Evening Lecture Series is a part. At 
that time the college undoubtedly was sorely pressed financially, and 
one can easily understand its need to turn to the students for assistance 
in bringing speakers to the community. 

This, however, is a side issue. The central question at this point is 
whether the $5,500 ASMPC budgets every year benefits the Evening 
Division students any more than it benefits anyone else. El Yanqui holds 
that it does not. All the benefits the evening students get, the day stu- 
dents get also, and the day students enjoy the added privilege of having 
a representative on the committee that selects the programs to appear 
in the Community Events Series. Moreover, it has yet to be determined 
whether the students of this college, night or day, are getting $5,500 
worth of benefits beyond those afforded all other members of the com- 
munity. 

If the night students aren’t getting this $5,500 that goes for the 
Evening Lecture Series, just what are they getting? Apparently not 
very much. They have no representative in the student government, 
do not get into games free, may not attend Association dances unless 
accompanied by a regular member of ASMPC, take no part in off- 
campus conferences and receive none of the Association scholarships. 

In the past, night students, like day students, have been led to be- 
lieve their student Association fee was compulsory, which it is not. 
If someone should accidentally tell them this, ASMPC would probably 
lose a good percentage of the income it’s earning from them—unless 
the Association starts to offer the evening students some reasonable 
return for their $2.50 a semester. 

In the future El Yanqui is going to try to carry more news and 
features of interest to evening students. We hope ASMPC will follow 
our lead in bringing them out of exile by extending at least some 
minimal benefits to them, such as representation in the student gov- 
ernment. It might also be a god idea to give them some voice in choos- 
ing speakers for the Evening Lecture Series—a program ASMPC 
was able to help finance only after Evening Division students started 
paying a student Association fee.—R.P. 


Student Pay 


El] Yanqui supports any legitimate means which will bring about a 
pay raise for those students working on campus. A raise, that is, at least 
comparable to the average wage earned by those students who work 
off campus. 

During the past five years members of the faculty, ground workers, 
clerks, typists, and others working in the administrative section of the 
college have received raises in salary. However, students working on 
campus, whether employed by the student body or by the college district, 
have not received a raise. 

An article appearing in the November 20 issue of this paper showed 
that those working off campus earn at least 50 cents more per hour than 
do those working on campus for the current minimum wage of $1.25. 

This 50 cents, added to the minimum rate paid to those working on 
campus would, in many cases, make it possible to stay in college. And 
certainly it would lift the burden of worry from many shoulders. 

At an ASMPC meeting Monday, December 7, it was suggested that 
a state-wide survey be made on wage rates paid by school districts or by 
Associated Students to students working on campus in all junior colleges. 
We applaud the suggestion and hope it will be carried through. Even so 
small a suggestion—put into action—could grow into a force large 
enough to snowball aside any official inertia blocking a commensurate 
reward for students who must work if they are to continue in college. 

It has been said time and again that God’s mill grinds slow, but 
sure. In the case of pay for students, let us hope that action can be 
channeled into an official machine which grinds just as surely as God’s 
mill does, but with a tempo geared to the obvious need.

"Dean-of-All-Trades” 


Dean of the Evening Division 
is a deceptively compact title for 
an exceptionally large job at 
MPC. It belongs to a man of 
many talents, Mr. John G. Schaub. 


Mr. Schaub began his second 
year at MPC this Fall. He came 
from Hartnell College in Salinas 
where he was Dean of the Eve- 
ning Division for four years. He 
also taught physics, chemistry, 
agriculture and was a counselor 
at various times during his tenure. 


With a total faculty of 83, one 
third of whom are part of the 
regular daytime faculty, the MPC 
Evening Division fulfills the three 
specifications of the master plan 
for California junior colleges. It 
provides the lower division work 
of a four year college, terminal vo- 
cational programs and service to 
the community. 


The MPC swing shift student 
body numbers twenty - three hun- 
dred plus, but this includes day 
students who for various reasons 
must take some of their classes at 
night. The nineteen hundred and 
twenty-six actual evening students 
represent all ages and interests of 
the communtiy including a large 
number of military people. Al- 
though the drop-out rate of thirty 
per cent is high, it is not because 
of a lack of diligence or interest 
on the part of the students. 
“Who can argue with a military 
transfer?” questioned Mr Schaub. 

As part of the Evening Division 
program there is counseling serv- 
ice provided by Dean Schaub, Mr. 
Charles R. Mulkey, dean of tech- 
nical and vocational education and 
Mr. Marshall W. Chatwin, coun- 
selor for the Evening Division. 
This service which was requested 
by evening students differs from 
the day service, which is manda- 
tory for all students. 

Dean Schaub often appears as 
emcee for the various community 
events sponsored by MPC such as 
the Theater Arts Group Film 
Series and the Lecture Series. 
Whether he appears in person to 
introduce any of these events, he 
is responsible for the program 
presented. 

In community affairs Dean 
Schaub is head of the Camp Fire 
Girls’ Council; for the county he 
has been the livestock superintend- 
ent for the Monterey County Fair 
since 1954. He was the assistant 
livestock superintendent in the 
Grand National and Junior Grand
